Presentation: “DJ” djovida, KJ6DJ, explained 
and demonstrated the Fldigi (Fast Light Digital) 
software. It is used to send and receive 
detailed FEMA and other messages easily and 
accurately, via HT radios, using the MT-63 2K 
Long codec. Emergency Services radio isn't 
ham radio, but uses the same Fldigi software 
with additional add-on programs: Flmsg and 
Flamp. Go to wa6kqb.org (4 C’s repeater) for 
tutorials to help get the program properly set 
up. DJ uses a Tigertronics SignaLink USB 
interface which helps but is not absolutely 
necessary. It does eliminate hearing the digital 
signal noise.
